BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:10

Sec. 1. RCW 43.31.601 and 1995 c 226 s 1 are each amended to read11

as follows:12

For the purposes of RCW 43.31.601 through ((43.31.661)) 43.31.641:13

(1) "Timber impact area" means a county having a population of less14

than five hundred thousand, or a city or town located within a county15

having a population of less than five hundred thousand, and meeting two16

of the following three criteria, as determined by the employment17

security department, for the most recent year such data is available:18

(a) A lumber and wood products employment location quotient at or above19
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the state average; (b) projected or actual direct lumber and wood1

products job losses of one hundred positions or more, except counties2

having a population greater than two hundred thousand but less than3

five hundred thousand must have direct lumber and wood products job4

losses of one thousand positions or more; or (c) an annual unemployment5

rate twenty percent or more above the state average.6

(2)(a) "Rural natural resources impact area" means:7

(i) A nonmetropolitan county, as defined by the 1990 decennial8

census, that meets ((two)) three of the five criteria set forth in (b)9

of this subsection; ((or))10

(ii) A nonmetropolitan county with a population of less than forty11

thousand in the 1990 decennial census, that meets two of the five12

criteria as set forth in (b) of this subsection; or13

(iii) A nonurbanized area, as defined by the 1990 decennial census,14

that is located in a metropolitan county that meets ((two)) three of15

the five criteria set forth in (b) of this subsection.16

(b) For the purposes of designating rural natural resources impact17

areas, the following criteria shall be considered:18

(i) A lumber and wood products employment location quotient at or19

above the state average;20

(ii) A commercial salmon fishing employment location quotient at or21

above the state average;22

(iii) Projected or actual direct lumber and wood products job23

losses of one hundred positions or more;24

(iv) Projected or actual direct commercial salmon fishing job25

losses of one hundred positions or more; and26

(v) An unemployment rate twenty percent or more above the state27

average.28

The counties that meet these criteria shall be determined by the29

employment security department for the most recent year for which data30

is available. For the purposes of administration of programs under31

this chapter, the United States post office five-digit zip code32

delivery areas will be used to determine residence status for33

eligibility purposes. For the purpose of this definition, a zip code34

delivery area ((that is located wholly or partially in an urbanized35

area or within two)) of which any part is ten miles ((of)) or more from36

an urbanized area is considered nonurbanized. A zip code totally37

surrounded by zip codes qualifying as nonurbanized under this38

definition is also considered nonurbanized. The office of financial39
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management shall make available a zip code listing of the areas to all1

agencies and organizations providing services under this chapter.2

Sec. 2. RCW 43.31.611 and 1995 c 226 s 2 are each amended to read3

as follows:4

(1) The governor shall appoint a rural community assistance5

coordinator. The coordinator shall coordinate the state and federal6

economic and social programs targeted to rural natural resources impact7

areas.8

(2) The coordinator’s responsibilities shall include but not be9

limited to:10

(a) Chairing the agency rural community assistance task force and11

directing staff associated with the task force.12

(b) Coordinating and maximizing the impact of state and federal13

assistance to rural natural resources impact areas.14

(c) Coordinating and expediting programs to assist rural natural15

resources impact areas.16

(d) Providing the legislature with a status and impact report on17

the rural community assistance program in January ((1996)) 1998.18

(3) To assist in carrying out the duties set out under this19

section, the coordinator shall consult with the Washington state rural20

development council and may appoint an advisory body that has21

representation from local governments and natural resources interest22

groups representing impacted rural communities.23

It shall be the responsibility of the29

coordinator that all directives of chapter 314, Laws of 1991, and30

chapter 226, Laws of 1995 are carried out expeditiously by the agencies31

represented in the task force. The task force shall consist of the32

directors, or representatives of the directors, of the following33

agencies: The department of community, trade, and economic34

(b)(i) Has received notice of termination or layoff; and14

(ii) Is unlikely to return to employment in his or her principal15

occupation or previous industry because of a diminishing demand within16

his or her labor market for his or her skills in the occupation or17

industry; and18

(c)(i) Is notified by the department of the requirements of this19

section and develops an individual training program that is submitted20

to the commissioner for approval not later than sixty days after the21

individual is notified of the requirements of this section, and enters22

the approved training program not later than ninety days after the date23

of the individual’s termination or layoff, or ninety days after July 1,24

1991, whichever is later, unless the department determines that the25

training is not available during the ninety-day period, in which case26

the individual shall enter training as soon as it is available; or27

(ii) Is enrolled in training approved under this section on a full-28

time basis and maintains satisfactory progress in the training.29

(5) For the purposes of this section:30

(a) "Training program" means:31

(i) A remedial education program determined to be necessary after32

counseling at the educational institution in which the individual33

(c) "Training allowance or stipend" means discretionary use, cash-4

in-hand payments available to the individual to be used as the5

individual sees fit, but does not mean direct or indirect compensation6

for training costs, such as tuition or books and supplies.7

(6) The commissioner shall adopt rules as necessary to implement8

this section.9

(7) The provisions of RCW 50.22.010(10) shall not apply to anyone10

who establishes eligibility for additional benefits under this section11

and whose benefit year ends after January 1, 1994.
